CLUBHOUSE, _CHHSH- 
IRD, May 26.—Fred Wright of Boston, 
the last American candidate in the Eng- 
glish amateur golf tournament, failed 
to survive. the sixth round today, and 
so, contrary to the expectations pre- 
vailing up to three days ago, the cham- 
pionship’ remains on this ‘side. 

The two finalists who will play thirty- 
six -holes -tomorrow to @ecide. the ama- 
teur » championship are Allan Graham, 
years old, a Royal Liverpool Club 
member, who-has played on the Hoylike 
course since he was a boy, and formerly 
of the Oxford, University golf team, and 
Willie. Hunter of Walmer and Kings- 
down the son of a Deal professional. 

Wright's game was played under en- 
tirely new conditions, as @ strong north; 
west breeze swept the course.and the 
weather turnéd cold. Wright was~con- 
stantly rubbing-his hands to induce 
warmth and after two holes hé had to 
wear’ a Woolen coat over his Jersey. 

The. wind troubléd Wright. greatly, 
carrying many of his shots wide, and 
his display under’the circumstances fell 
below. thé fine standard he had hitherto 
maintained. Given») normal conditions, 
he. would have disposed of Bernard 
Darwin long before the end of the round. 
As it. was, the game went to the nine- 
teenth green before Wright finally suc- 
cumbed. 

Wright did not try’ to adapt himself to 
playing the, wind-cheating. low-flight 
shots with which he has had little or 
no experience, but stuck to his high 
pitching game and the wind beat him. 
It robbed him ef a win at the first hole 
and again at the eighth by carrying-his 
ball wide. Similarly it killed his drives 
at the twelfth, fifteenth and seventeenth, 
while at the latter,; to make things 
worse, a great pitch shot with his ribbed 
mashie was held aloft by the breeze 
and dropped short: “These were mtsfor- 
tunes enough to put him out of the run- 
ning, and to complete his discomfiture, 
a magnificent drive at the nineteenth 
was blown into the thick grass and he 
played the odd all the way to the hole. 
He died gamely throw sheer force of 
circumstances, 


Wright Starts Out Well. 


Darwin played the early holes so indif- 
ferently that Wright seemed a winner. 
Wright carried off the fifth, sixth and 
seventh holes in successicn. A supérb 
iron shot, at’ the eighth endéd under tne 
fence, from which he took two to citar, 
missing the ball altogether with one.shot. 
A masterly 4 in the teeth of the wind at 
the ninth, where he outdrove Darwin 
eighty yards, put Wright 3 up. 

But Wright was pattling against the 
wind all the way home. It pulled him 
short at the eleventh and curled his ball 
into a bunker at the twelfth, ‘both of 
which he ‘lost, and,;.thence onward he 
failed to reproduce Ais real game, . Dar- 
win holed a three-yard card putt to square 
matters at the fifteenth and a four-yarder 
for a half at the-sixteenth'and became 
dormie by .winning \the seventventh, 

For the’ first tine, Wright obviously 
felt the tension &t the eighteenth; but hic 
holed a perfect 4 to. square thea match. 
Darwin's lucky star shone at the ninc- 
teenth; for_not only was Wright's drive 
carried into the rough,’ but Darwin's uwn 
topped second shot ran merrily along thé 
ground until it reached the, green, his 5 
againat Wright's 6 giving him the match.

Bigran, who like all Levantines was .an 
excelfent linguist, came to Paris in ’Julv 
last. year and obtajned a position ‘as ‘an 
agent of the Red Star Line, in which he 
seemingly proved very efficient and cor- 
respondingly ’ presperous. He had his 
own: motor car and often travelled to 
Brussels by. airplane. 

In October of tast-year Bigran sudden- 
ly disappeared from Paris, after ,having 
drawn all his money,” several hundred 
tnousand francs, fromthe bank. 

Now it has. developed ‘that Bigran had 
taken from 1,000 to “1,500 francs each 
pep some three hundred Poles and Rus- 

sians whom he had promised to secure 
Passage to the United States,

who named himself Count de Parmas 
but looked wery much like Bigran; had 
just awindiéd a merchan out of jewelry 
worth half a million francs and disap- 
peared. Detectives were led to believe 
that Pigran. could be found in Borlin,

mately, but not now. ~If it od untrue 
‘it is of no importance now ‘or ulti- 
mately. Sales tax advocates have 
proposed that the sales tax shall make 
good the failure of, the income sur- 
taxes to be productive above 30 of .40 
per - cent. If Professor FAIRCHILD 
knows of any supporter of the sales 
tax Who’ has the same belief as himself 
that the sales tax can, or should, or 
is designed, to supersede the income | 
tax, he would do well to make the 
name or names public. 

It is true that Senator La FOLLETTE 
argued that ‘‘ we have reached the 
‘* peginning of the end of| the income 
** tax when a sales tax becomes apart 
‘‘ of the revenue system.” But that 
is rather the testimony. of a friend of 
the most obnoxious sort of income tax 
than of a friend of the sales tax, and 
the Senator and professor must be set 
down as expressing only personal 
opinions.. That appears from Senator 
PENROgE’s prompt reply that the in- 
come, tax has come to stay. 

The strength of the new tax proposal 
hes in the failure of the excess profits 
tax and the income strtaxes to realize 
the predictions of those who traduce 
the sales tax and adhere to the proved 
errors of their theories. At the same 
hearing they, objected to the untaxing 
of the rich and claim that the sales 
tax burdens the poor -unduly. The 
poor man spends all his income, they 
argued, and is taxed on all he spends. 
But the millionaire who’ spends’ a 
tenth of his income éscapes on nine- 
tenths. 'Thus the sales tax was -:rep- 
resented as an unjust income tax. But 
the millionaire who spends $100, 
taxed fifty-fold the tax of the man who 
earns-and spends-$2,000. If the sales 
tax makes thé millionaire pay taxes on 
$100,000 of expenditures, 4t is alrhost 
a clear gain, for exemptions are so lib- 
erally provided as nite preservers for 
the millionaires that they can decide 
for themselves what surtax they shall 
pay... Theoretically they ‘may €scape 
all payment by putting all their wealth 
into exempt bonds. ‘There.is excess of 
proof in the income tax ‘returns ‘that 
billions escape the tax collector in that 
way, The sales tax would make such 
/escape more difficult. 

The critics of the sales wie wd 
Condemn it for the difficulty. of its 
administration should pay more atten- 
tion to the faults of the. present tax. 
The *‘ invested capital " gf 50,000-cor- 
porations has not been settled even, so 
far back as 1917.

“ON SUICIDE OF RACE 


Eriglish Traveler Reports Many 
Moving’ to. Coast, Lacking < 
‘Will to Live, 


SOME . FORBID MARRIAGE 


He Declares Sanara Desert Moving 
‘ South Has Forced: Them to Move_ 
on More Warlike Tribes.

LONDON, May 26—Frederick W.-H. 
| Migeod, a fellow of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society and Royal Anthropo- 
logical .Institute, has just returned from 
two journeys across equatorial Africa 
from sea to sea. 

In an interview for THE New York 
Timus Migeod gave detdils of a remark- 
able instance of race. suicide. Whole 
tribes of natives .are moving: from the 
edge: of the Great Sahara desert to the 
coastal region near the mouth of the 
Congo, and lacking the will to live they 
declare their desire to die out as @ 
people. 

‘“The Gaboon area,” said Migeod, ‘‘ is 
becoming a vast graveyard for the dy~ 
ing races of Central Africa. For some 
time the sands of the Sahara have been 
advancing southward and there -h 
been a steady trek of native tribes 
if pushed by the sand south and west 
into tog he territory. 

“There they are held up by more vig- 
orous coastal races and they settle down 
as At. determined to die out. 

‘It is indeed the most cinnaitiis case 
of racial ‘suicide on;a huge scale that 
the world has ever seen. I passed among 

tribes:where the women refuse to bear 
children and another. generation if 
the present ideals-prevail they will sim- 
ply die out. 

‘“‘I heard of:.a ‘tribe further north 
where the chief has: abanlutely forbidden 
marriage with this. same idea 

“ So pronounced is this‘lack of the will 
to live that many- tribes have been com- 
pelled by the French authorities to 
grow -.enough food to keep themselves 
alive and the arts of pottery and the 
making -of acon implements has 
quite ‘died out 

‘T believe that this desire to die out 
dates from the introduction of. the liq- 
uor traffic among the natives, now ha 
pily stopped, and the>-spread. of cer 
diseases by newcomers from HBurope:.and 
other parts of- ica.

FISHER SEES BUSINESS GAIN 


End of Depression is at Hand, He

Fortunately, the years of exceptional 
prosperity which we have just passed 
through have endowed all classes with 
increased powers of resistance.”
